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Meningitis case at UMass

A UMass Lowell student is in 
critical condition after being 
diagnosed with meningococ- 
cemia Saturday, November 7. 

According to the Director of 
UMass Lowell Health Services, 
Nancy Quattrocchi, the Fox Hall 
resident became ill after a party 
that was held in his room and 
was diagnosed Sunday with 
meningococcemia, a possibly 
fatal infection of the blood that 
may involve organs. 

Quattrocchi said as of Friday, 
November 13, the student was 
recovering but is still in critical 
condition. 

Executive Director of 
University Relations Christine 
McKenna said that all students 
at risk of contamination were 


notified through Health Services 
or Student Services. 

“Information sheets were also 
put up to make sure that every¬ 
one is educated to assess their 
own risk so they know to get the 
antibiodic if needed,” said 
McKenna. 

According to Quattrocchi, 
approximately 150 students vis¬ 
ited UMass Lowell Health 
Services and 40 were given the 
antibiotic. 

“If someone is exposed to the 
disease they only have a one to 

five percent chance of getting 

it,” said Quattrocchi. 

According to Quattrocchi 
meningococcemia is a fragile 
bacteria that dies after being 
exposed to the air for over an 
hour and is caught through the 
exchange of saliva. 

“It can be caught if someone 
coughs directly in your face or 


.by sharing a bowl of potato 
chips,” said Quattrocchi. 

Additional ways of catching 
meningococcemia include kiss¬ 
ing, sharing cigarettes, lipstick, 
cups, or by sharing a closed 
space (i.e., car or dorm room). 

According to the Dean of 
Students Ellen Duggan, the uni¬ 
versity has followed the guide¬ 
lines of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health and 
have taken every precaution to 
avoid panic. 

On Monday night the Fox 

Hall resident advisors (RA) had 

an emergency meeting with 
Nancy Quattrocchi to brief them 
on the students condition and to 
answer questions. Quattrocchi 
accompanied by the Director of 
the Counseling Center, Dr. Noel 
Cartwright, then meet with the 
resident’s floormates and close 
friends, attempting to recreate 


his activities within the last two 
weeks. 

“Depending on our interviews 
with them (residents), we decid¬ 
ed whether they had been 
exposed to the virus and then we 
got them to Health Services 
where they received the antibi¬ 
otics,” said Duggan. 

Karl Hubner, a resident advi¬ 
sor of the students floor is con¬ 
cerned but feels the floor has a 
good understanding of what is 
occurring. 

“The residents feel really bad 

about the incident,’’ said Hubner, 

“the doctors thought he was 
going to die and the floor was 
really close — it was scary.” 

According to Duggan, 100 
doses of the antibiotic were 
ordered. Duggan also issued a 
voice mail message to all resi¬ 
dents living on campus 
that stated: 


“This is Ellen Duggan, dean 
of students, with a broadcast 
voice mail to all residential stu¬ 
dents. 

“You may have heard news 
reports that a student has come 
down with meningitis. This is a 
serious illness and the news may 
have you concerned. Several 
incorrect rumors are circulating 
around the campus. We want 
you to have the facts. The stu¬ 
dent, who is a freshman living in 
Fox Hall, went home to 
Connecticut this past weekend, 
where he took ill and has been 
hospitalized. He is in serious 
condition, but began to improve 
yesterday. To the best of our 
knowledge, he is the only person 
on campus to have the illness. 

“The student has bacterial 
meningitis, which is spread

Last Sunday, at approxi¬ 
mately 11:30 p.m., an accident 
on Pawtuckett Boulevard killed 
former UMass Lowell student 
Brianne Budgen and injured 
four others. One of the passen¬ 
gers injured was Khoa “Kim” 
Nguyen, a current UMass 
Lowell student and Eames Hall 
resident. 

According to reports 
Budgen, Nguyen and Joseph 
Bissonnette of Nashua, NH 
were heading back from the 
movies when the crash 
occurred. The accident 
alledgedly occured when Brian 
Jopson of Tyngsboro swerved to 
avoid a car exiting a driveway. 
Jopson’s car struck Budgen’s 
head-on, severely injuring 
Budgen and her passengers. 


Budgen was wearing a seat¬ 
belt and the airbags successfully 
deployed, but she still died of 
injuries incurred upon impact. 
Nguyen and Bissonnette were 
rushed to Saints Memorial 
Medical Center. 

Jopson suffered only minor 
injuries. His passenger, Julie 
Laro of Tyngsboro, was taken to 
Boston Medical Center by heli¬ 
copter. 

Julie McCusker, Resident 
Director of Eames Hall, report¬ 
ed that Nguyen is doing well 
after surgery, but is quite sad¬ 
dened by the death of her 
friend. McCusker said, “It’s 
always a tragedy when one of 
our students is injured or 
involved in [an accident].” She 
is glad to see the students, and 
especially the residents of 
Eames Hall, coming together in

Two members of the Omicron 
Pi fraternity are fighting allega¬ 
tions that they participated in a 
hazing incident last May in 
which two teenagers were 
forced to guzzle alcohol and 
were squirted with toothpaste. 

Patrick O’Malley and Marc 
Hebert, both UMass Lowell stu¬ 
dents, have trials set for Nov. 18 
at Lowell District Court. 
According to a court clerk, they 
are charged with hazing. 

According to Christine 


McKenna, Director of Public 
Relations at UMass Lowell, if 
convicted O’Malley and Hebert 
face expulsion, suspension or 
probation from the university. 
“The chancellor feels strongly 
that he won’t tolerate this kind 
of behavior,” she said. 

The charge of hazing is a mis¬ 
demeanor with a maximum fine 
of $3,000, a maximum sentence 
of one year in jail, or both. 

Local officials stress that they 
take these incidents very seri¬ 
ously, because it can be a matter 
of life and death, in the wake of 
the Scott Krueger tragedy at 
MIT. 


Halloween party leads to

According to the Lowell 
Police Department, several 
fights broke out at a Halloween 
party at the Lowell Lodge of 
Elks. Five people were arrested, 
and five others were hospital¬ 
ized with serious injuries. 

The first incident occurred at 
approximately 11 p.m. Detective 
Phil Conroy arrived at the party 
and witnessed several people 
running from the building. 
Several fights simultaneously 


began in the parking lot. Conroy 
rushed to the assistance of Ol 
Ouen, 20, of Lowell, who was 
on the ground being assaulted 
by several males. 

Lock Youk, 27, Chheuy Than, 
31, and Marin Sok, 24, all of 
Lowell were arrested by Conroy 
and Detective Jonathan Noone. 
They all were charged with 
armed assault with intent to kill, 
assault and battery with a dan¬ 
gerous weapon, a shod foot and 
affray. Ouen was taken to 
Lowell General Hospital with 
serious head injuries.

Halloween night, around 2 
a.m., pedestrian Richard Mason, 
27, of Lowell was caught in a 
hit-and-run accident and suf¬ 
fered massive head and chest 
injuries. 

When officers arrived at 
Lawrence Street in front of 
Friend’s Pizza where the alleged 
hit-and-run took place, eye wit¬ 
nesses stated that the suspect 
had run over the victim in a 
pickup truck. Witnesses told 
Lowell police that the suspect in 
question had driven past the 
group that Mason was in and 
threatened them. The alleged 
suspect drove directly at Mason, 
ran him over and dragged him 
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about thirty feet before he fell 
loose of the pickup truck. 
Knocked unconscious, the vic¬ 
tim was rushed to Saints 
Memorial Medical Center, 
where he was prepped for flight 
to the University of 
Massachusetts Medical Center 
in Worcester 
The suspected, Reinaldo 
Santos, 31, of 115 Pleasant 
Street Lowell, was taken into 
custody four hours later. The 
alleged hit-and-run assailant 
was charged with armed assault 
with intent to murder, assault 
and battery with a dangerous 
weapon, a motor vehicle, dri¬ 
ving recklessly, leaving the 
scene of a personal injury acci¬ 
dent, and driving without a 
license.

The Student Services and 
Health Service Offices have 
been working closely with stu¬ 
dents since Monday and are 
convinced the situation is well 
in hand and the general popula¬ 
tion on campus is not in dan¬ 
ger.

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GEO discusses 
tuition waivers 
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LOWELL -- The Graduate 
Employee Organization (GEO) 
held meetings this past week on 
campus to discuss tuition 
waivers and raises for Teachings 
Assistants (TAs) and Research 
Assistants (RAs). The GEO is 
the union, which represents TAs 
and RAs before the University. 
The current GEO contract pro¬ 
vides a full tuition waiver only 
for in-state graduate employees. 
Out-of-state graduate employees 
receive a waiver for about one- 
half of their tuition. Sixty per¬ 
cent of all graduate employees 
are classified as out-of-state stu¬ 
dents. 

Graduate employees at 
UMass Amherst receive full 
tuition waivers whether they are 


in-state or out-of-state students. 
“This is basically unfair,” said 
the GEO chairman, Jeff Todd. 
“TAs and RAs at UMass Lowell 
should get the same benefits as 
students at Amherst. But in 
order to achieve such a raise, in¬ 
state students may have to forgo 
a raise this year.” 

The meetings were well 
attended by graduate students. 
Many lively discussion were 
held as student represented their 
views on the fairness of tuition 
waivers for out-of-state stu¬ 
dents. “The dialogue was bene¬ 
ficial for both the in-state and 
out-of-state students. Both 
sides have a better understand¬ 
ing of the other’s viewpoint,” 
said Todd.

Education Commissioner 
David Driscoll released the 
results of the third round of test¬ 
ing for prospective teachers in 
Massachusetts. Approximately 
1700 new prospects took the 
test for the first time on Oct. 3, 
and more than 1000 people took 
the parts of the test they failed 
again in April and/or July. 

While the tests administered 
in April, July and October were 
equal in difficulty and required 
the same passing scores, the 
overall passing rates for first¬ 
time test takers in October were 


slightly higher than the rates in 

July and increasingly higher 
than in April. 

“The results are an improve¬ 
ment from the previous admin¬ 
istrations, and that is encourag¬ 
ing, but the overall pass rate of 
55 percent is still not high 
enough. We need to see better 
results in the future,” said 
Driscoll. 

According to the Department 
of Education, the October over¬ 
all passing rate for first-time 
test takers was 55 percent, com¬ 
pared to 41 percent in April and 
53 percent in July. The October 
rate includes 81 percent, who

Last Tuesday, a driver for the 
Wah Sang restaurant in Lowell 
was informed by Fox Hall 
Residential Director, Shelly 
Adnance. that he is banned 
from campus. The driver is 
accused of at least three sepa¬ 
rate incidents of verbal abuse 
against female students. 

Dean Duggan is considering 
writing Wah Sang to request the 
driver’s dismissal. 

According to Adriance, the 
driver followed and screamed at 
a young woman, whom he 
ordered from the restaurant 
when she thought he over¬ 
charged her. 

Another woman was similarly 
harassed two years ago in 
Leitch Hall by the same driver. 

The driver’s manager saidhe 
is a very polite employee most 
of the time, but would not com¬ 
ment further. 

The driver said he was polite 
to the young woman and denied 


following or yelling at her. 
When asked if he was intoxicat¬ 
ed that night, he responded, 
“probably not.” 

There reportedly have been 
other complaints from students 
about Wah Sang. 

According to Steve Walsh, a 
freshman sound recording tech¬ 
nology major, after ordering 
only white rice at the Wah Sang 
restaurant he was accused by 
the manager of “wasting his 
time.” When Walsh tried to pay 
for part of the order with two 
dollars in quarters, the manager 
allegedly slammed the quarters 
on the counter and told him he 
would not take quarters. Upon 
receiving the rice, the manager 
told Walsh he could not eat in 
the restaurant because it was ten 
minutes to close. 

“I called her a b—h and left. 
And you can quote me on that,” 
said Walsh. 

Adriance intends to begin a 
flyer campaign to convince stu¬ 
dents to eat at other restaurants 
in the area. 


Three cheers

Three Cheers to Robert 
Dorman, who learned an inspir¬ 
ing lesson that changed his life 
as he was being treated for bone 
cancer at Boston’s Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute. 

“At the clinic, they told me 
that treatment is only 10 per¬ 
cent,” Dorman said. “The rest is 
your attitude. And it’s not just 
cancer. If you walk around mop¬ 
ing and saying life is miserable, 
it will be a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. I realize that life in 
not something to waste.” 

He was 14 at the time. 

Today, at age 24, Dorman is 
an outgoing young man with a 


friendly smile and four earrings 
in his left ear. 

He used that positive attitude 
to turn so-so grades into A’s and 
B’s at Methuen High School, 
despite losing 50-plus days of 
school because of treatments. 

Dorman went on to get a 
degree from the UMass Lowell 
and is now a candidate for a 
master’s degree in the physical 
therapy program, with an 
impressive 3.82 GPA last year. 
He helped organize the exercise 
physiology club as an under¬ 
graduate and is the newly elect¬ 
ed President of the university’s 
physical therapy club. 

Dorman’s cancer, a rare form 
called Ewing’s sarcoma, has 
been in remission for nine years. 
However, problems continue to 


plague him from a bone trans¬ 
plant and radiation treatments, 
which left the femur in his left 
leg brittle. 

He has had nine operations 
since then, one to shorten his 
right leg three inches, the other 
to place or remove metal rods, 
plates and screws in his left leg. 
He missed a year of high school, 
when he fractured his leg after a 
metal plate broke. To try and get 
the bone to heal, doctors put him 
in a full body cast for several 
months but, eventually surgery 
was required. 

Then, the day before Dorman 
was due to start grad school, his 
leg broke and he went through 
the same process again, drop¬ 
ping out of school for a year. 

“It’s a six-year program,” 


Dorman said. “I’m doing it in 
eight years.” 

In typical fashion, Dorman 
thanks others for what he has 
achieved, his mother and stepfa¬ 
ther, Gladys and Dick Ruediger, 
his girlfriend, Cindy Freitas, and 
the university for accommodat¬ 
ing his needs. He has limited 
motion in his legs and uses 
crutches and wears a full leg 
brace. 

Even though he faces more 
surgery over Christmas break to 
replace a metal rod that is now 
pressing on his knee, Dorman 
manages to see silver linings, 
where others see dark clouds. 

If he hadn’t had cancer, he 
never would have met Freitas, 


organization designed to help 
needy families at Christmas 
time. The fraternity has also 
assisted the Lowell Sun’s “Sun 
Santa” in the purchase and 
delivery of toys for children in 
less fortunate families in and 
around the Lowell area.

The council consists of two 
representatives from each 
religion. (There are over 12 
represented.) The service 
included : Chinese Lion 
Ceremony, Native African 
Traditional Drum and Dance 
ensemble, Buddhist Bell 
Chant, Muslim and Jewish 
prayers. Classical Indian 
Dance and songs from the 
Christian and Unitarian 
Universalist groups. As we 
all sang together, I felt a cer¬ 
tain unity with these com¬ 
plete strangers. Even if it 
were only for a few minutes 
we were all friends. 

I realized a lot about 
myself at this conference. I 
realized how confused I am 
about religion and how I 
have yet to define "What I 
am." This event did show 
me that we all have many 
paths to choose from, spiri¬ 
tuality comes from within 
and it will lead the way. I 
also realized that the ideas 
of spirituality and religious 
diversity are pretty much 
non-existent at UML. It sad¬ 
dens me that there are so 
many religiously diverse 
students on campus yet we 
are afraid to share it with 
one another. I feel that once 
this topic is no longer taboo 
at our school, we can then 
work to integrate it as part 
of our higher education. 

This will certainly give us 
reason to celebrate.

“I don’t have a gift; I’m just tenacious,” 
the artist formerly known as Johnny Cougar 
confessed about his song writing ability. In a 
90-minute special, John Mcllencamp sang 
of his greatest hits and toid many thor¬ 
oughly charming and honest anecdotes on 
VHJ Storytellers. Dressed in all black, the 
singer looked distinguished and at home in 
front of ihe audience. 

TV viewers joined Mellencamp in the 
midst of his biggest charting single, “Jack 
and Diane.” He accommodated the lively 
crowd by letting them sing the chorus. “You 
all like this song so much that I eventually 
started liking it,” he said of the song he orig¬ 
inally hated and did not want on his break¬ 
out album, “American Fool.” 

People would always come up to 
Mellencamp and say, “Hey John, what ever 
happened to Jack and Diane?” He would 
usually reply with, “Nothing; I just made 
them up.” Eventually, in writing his new 
album, the singer decided to revisit the pair 
in a song called “Eden is Burning,” about 
comedian Richard Pryor. “They realize 
‘holding onto sixteen’ was a hell of a lot 
harder than I ever thought,” the former 
“eternal teenager” told the audience. 

Commenting on his public persona, 
Mellencamp declared, “I didn’t really want 
to be the keeper of the small town.” 
Growing up in Seymour, Indiana where 
there was not much to do but “settle old 


scores and chase girls,” the singer said he 
was just “being a reporter” of what he saw 
about him. Mellencamp told the audience he 
feels his best songs come from telling the 
truth. While singing his famous “Small 
Town,” the singer cleverly ad-libbed, “My

wife was thirteen years old when I wrote 
this song.” 

Back in the ‘80s, John Sykes, the “head 
dude at VH1,” came up with the idea to give 
away a ‘pink house’ as a means of promot¬ 
ing Mellencamp’s song. Unfortunately, the 
leader of the fledgling channel bought a 
house “on top of a toxic waste dump.” The 
singer insisted on buying a new one before 
painting it pink for the contest, but the girl 
who won “stayed two nights and sold it.” As 
he sang the song behind the story, 
Mellencamp invited a fan on-stage to sing 


the last verse. With his arm around the 
ecstatic audience member, the two Finished 
“Pink Houses” in mutual admiration. 

Changing the mood a bit, John 
Mellencamp discussed his 1994 heart attack 
and his battle with cigarettes. Ironically, 
when the doctor First told him he had a heart 
attack, the singer denied the possibility, and 
stood m ms ottice "screaming and smoking 
cigarettes.” 

“Some people have noticed that my song 
writing has changed since I had the heart 
attack,” the singer acknowledged. However, 
he saw the evolution as “a puzzle that hadn’t 
been put together yet.” He felt he would 
have written he current single, “Your Life is 
Now,” regardless of his health. 

Mellencamp’s matured outlook revealed 
itself with his passionate performance of his 
new material with his new philosophy on 
enjoying life. 

Taking the audience back to his 1988 
release, “Big Daddy,” and to a song he did 
not perform since because people thought he 
arrogantly mocked them, Mellencamp sang 
“Pop Singer.” At the time, he felt he was 
simply “telling the truth” about himself, but 
many felt a song with such lyrics as “I don’t 
want to be no pop singer” were a form of 
professional suicide. 

With his realistic self-perception in 
check, Mellencamp told the admiring audi¬ 
ence, “You’re looking at the luckiest guy 
you’ve ever seen in your life.” Indeed, in his 
forty-seven years, John Mellencamp no 
longer lives like “paper in fire.”

Swervedriver shook the 
asphalt on Mass Avenue in 
Cambridge on November 7th, as 
the fortunate inhabitants of the 
Middle East Downstairs looked 
on, and proceeded to have their 
eardrums erupted by extreme 
loudness. For nearly two hours, 
the noisy Brit-pop of four 
London musicians mesmerized a 
crowd af.approximately 500 
fanatics, ranging from 30-some- 
thing marijuana causalities to 
MIT math majors. 

Touring in support of their 
recent Zero Hour release, “99th 
Dream,” Swervedriver took the 
stage around 12:15, following 
Samiam, whose high-octane 
punk rock frightened and con¬ 
fused an audience who were 
more satisfied watching the 
walls melt and getting lost in the 
pretty, flashing lights than 
moshing. 

Swervedriver opened with 
“Behind the Scenes and Sounds 


of the Times” from “99th 
Dream” and followed with an 
assortment of the best cuts from 
their four albums. “Last train to 
Satanville,” “Last Day on Earth” 
and “Duel” were the highlights 
for me, but everything they 
played was amazing and loud 
enough to give even the deafest 
person a stomach ache. 
Singer/guitarist Adam Franklin 
never spoke between songs and 
the music didn’t end until after a 
three song encore, which con¬ 
cluded with a simple “Thanks.” 

Since their first full length 
release in 1990, “Raise,” 
Swervedriver have proven them¬ 
selves able to endure the unre¬ 
lenting fads and trends that con¬ 
tinue to sweep through the 
decade, without sacrificing their 
sound and individuality. 

Recently, their album “Mezcal 
Head” (1993) was chosen as one 
of the ninety best albums of the 
1990s in “Alternative Press” and 
they are regularly mentioned in 
the company of their acclaimed 
British peers Blur, Radiohead, 
and yes, even Oasis as part of a 


wave of UK acts who regularly 
kick up recognition in the 
Stales. 

A bit heavier and more dis¬ 
tortion-oriented than the bands 
mentioned above, Swervedriver 
takes more from the Velvet 
Underground and The Stooges 
than they do from the Beatles, 
and fit better in the company of 
bands like My Bloody 
Valentine, the Jesus and Mary 
Chain, Spiritualized, Sonic 
Youth and J Mascis. They create 
all of the same elements; a thick 
wall of crunchy guitars, lazy 
vocals, and some great hooks. 
All of these characteristics were 
present in Swervedriver at the 
Middle East and made for a 
great evening of rock n’ roll 
from the other side of the pond. 

I recommend seeing them if 
you ever get a chance, but con¬ 
sidering that this was their sec¬ 
ond time in Boston in eight 
months, it might be a while. So, 
in the meantime, take a trip to 
England this winter and pick up 
“99th Dream.”

Each year around this time, the powers 
that be decide whom they will induct into 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. Last 
Tuesday, officials from the New York foun¬ 
dation in charge of the Cleveland hall 
announced the inductees, including Billy 
Joel, Bruce Springsteen, and Paul 
McCartney. 

In addition, according to Reuters, soul 
legend Curtis Mayfield, rock pioneer Del 
Shannon, gospel group Staples Singers, and 
Irish singer Dusty Springfield were also 
among the final cut. 

Artists are eligible for induction 25 years 
after the release of their first record. “Piano 
Man” Billy Joel, who performs at the Fleet 
Center later this month, released his first 
album, “Cold Spring Harbor,” in 1972. 

Since then, he has had seven consecutive 
Top Ten albums in the ‘70s and ‘80s, includ¬ 



ing “The Stranger” and “An Innocent Man 
“The Boss," Bruce Springsteen, who 
released his first record, “Greetings from 
Asbury Park, NJ,” in 1973 also achieved 
massive success in the ‘70s and ‘80s. With 


his poignant lyrics and blue collar loyalty, 
Springsteen became the spokesman for the 
working class. 


Sir Paul McCartney, who released his 
first self-titled album in 1970, is already in 
the Hall of Fame as a member of the 
Beatles. McCartney proved his staying 
power outside the “greatest group of all 
time” with songs like “Babe, I’m Amazed,” 
and “Silly Love Songs.” 

Shannon, who died in 1990, achieved 

Beatles. Mayfield, a multi-talented singer, 

writer, producer, and record label owner, 
gained notice with his soundtrack to the 
1972 movie, “Superfly.” Springfield, best 
known for her ‘60s classic “Son of a 
Preacher Man,” is renowned for her husky 
vocals. 

In the non-performer category, George 
Martin, the Beatles’ legendary producer who 
helped them get their first record contract in 
1962, will be inducted as well. 

The 14th annual induction ceremony will 
take place on March 15 at the Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel in New York City.

Cappalletti lifts Hawks over Cadets

Anthony Cappalletti’s short- 
handed goal with 54 seconds 
remaining in regulation Jifted 
the UMass Lowell River Hawks 
to a 4 to 3 victory over the 
Cadets of Army on Saturday 
night.

The Cadets jumped out to an 
early 2 to 0 lead in the first peri¬ 
od, only to see the River Hawks

The first goal came from 
sophomore Jeremy Kyte, who 
tallied his second of the season 
at 11:04 to get the Hawks on the 
board. 

The ‘Hawks scored the only 
two goals of the second period 
as they got tallies from Mulligan 
and Jeff Boulanger who scored 
at 7:27 and 10:31 respectively. 

Bill Griffith scored the equal¬ 
izer for the Cadets at 8:01 of the 
third, tying the game at three a 
piece. The teams exchanged 
opportunities until Cappalletti 
got his goal to bring the Hawks 
to victory. 

Freshman goaltender Jimi St. 
John made an outstanding glove 
save with one second left on the 
clock to preserve the win, along 
with 32 others during the course 


of the game to earn his first col¬ 
legiate win. 

Assists in the game were cred¬ 
ited to Mike Mulligan, Chris 
Gustafson, Craig Brown, and 
Kevin Kotyluk had two. Chris 
Bell leads the team with 8 
points. 

The River Hawks had lost 
their previous four games, to the 
number two and fourth ranked 
teams in the country.

How about teaming up with River Hawk hockey?

My purpose in writing is to 
ask all of you to consider adding 
River Hawk hockey games to 
your social schedules. As most 
of you know, the University 
opened the Paul Tsongas Arena . 
on Jan. 27 to a sellout crowd of 
6,500 spectators, including more 
than 1200 UMass Lowell stu¬ 
dents. The five home games 
played at the Tsongas Arena last 
season sold out three times, and 
the average attendance was 
5,700. Well, that was last sea¬ 
son. This season, our attendance 
has dropped to fewer than 1,100 
spectators per game, and student 
attendance has dipped to fewer 
than 100 students per game. Our 
Oct. 31 game against the num¬ 
ber-one ranked team in the 


country, Boston College, attract¬ 
ed only 1,700 fans. The same 
two teams played at Boston 
College on Oct. 30 and the game 
attracted more than 5,600 spec¬ 
tators, including a near-capacity 
student section. 

We all knew when the Lowell 
Lock Monsters AHL hockey 
club, the other tenant in the 
Tsongas Arena, began to play 
this year, we would lose some of 
the community support we 
attracted last year. We were con¬ 
fident, however, that by bringing 
major college hockey to campus 
in a modern facility, we could 
replace the lost community sup¬ 
port with support from UMass 
Lowell students. This hasn’t 
happened-yet. 

Our hope is to use the events 
at the Tsongas Arena to create a 
more vibrant weekend atmos¬ 
phere for all members of the 


University community. We have 
the building and a major college 
hockey team. The only ingredi¬ 
ent missing is you! The student 
support we face on the road in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Boston 
College, Boston University, etc. 
is legendary, and the thought of 
creating a special home-ice 
advantage for our school is 
something for which we contin¬ 
ue to strive. When you do attend 
games, you often make the dif¬ 
ference between winning and 
losing, and your fellow students 
on the ice appreciate it. 

We have implemented a vari¬ 
ety of strategies to make UMass 
Lowell hockey games more 
attractive to students. First and 
foremost, significant funds were 
committed to the construction of 
the Tsongas Arena to provide 
UMass Lowell students with a 
separate entrance that leads 


directly to a designated student 
seating section. In addition, 
UMass Lowell presently charges 
the lowest ticket prices in 
Hockey East. Students can pur¬ 
chase a ticket on game night for 
just $4; and, if students purchase 
tickets in advance at the Tsongas 
Arena box office, they pay only 
$2 per ticket. A student season 
ticket, good for all 18 home 
games, can be purchased for just 
$31. 

Students have told me that we 
should consider offering more 
promotions that target the stu¬ 
dent body. We plan to, but at 
some point, we need members 
of the University community to 
support the program because of 
what it offers: an opportunity to 
watch UMass Lowell students as 
they represent our institution in 
regional and national competi¬ 
tion. They compete at the high¬ 


est level of college hockey, in 
the most challenging hockey 
conference in the nation - 
Hockey East. 

I have been at UMass Lowell 
for over twelve years in a vari¬ 
ety of positions, and during this 
time, I have come to know and 
respect Lowell students. I under¬ 
stand the challenge of attending 
classes, working one and some¬ 
times two jobs, and attempting 
to maintain some degree of fam¬ 
ily and social life. So here’s the 
answer - invite your family and 
friends and join us at the 
Tsongas Arena. 

The next home game is 
Friday, November 20 at 7:00 pm 
vs. Merrimack College. The stu¬ 
dent promotion will feature a 
sled race during the second 
intermission. Beginning with
